Morgan, Wolfe Countians in 8th 
Ky. Union Infantry Regiment 



By Bob Bickers 

In the Battle of Perry ville, 
Ky., on October 8, 1862 the 
Southern Confederacy sorely 
tested the mettle of the Union 
Army. The 8th Ky. Union Infan- 
try Regiment, formed at Estill 
Springs and commanded by Col. 
Sidney M. Barnes, “was present, 
yet not engaged in the fighting at 
Perryville.” The unit helped to 
push the rebel troops out of the 
state. 

The 8th Ky. Infantry was 
made of mostly Eastern Kentuck- 
ians from Estill County with some 
men from Morgan and Wolfe 
counties. The latter recently es- 
tablished in 1860. 

Regimental historian, Thomas 
J. Wright, wrote in 1880, he be- 
lieved the recruits “were excellent 
marksmen [who] only needed 
schooling and discipline.” 

However, after the Battle of 
Perryville, the men wanted to re- 
turn to their homes due to “anger 



over officers’ privileges, home- 
sickness, late pay, poor rations, 
and simple exhaustion.” 

Some soldiers left their unit 
with leave and some without, but 
had every intention of returning 
to duty. 

The Confederates were raid- 
ing in Eastern Kentucky. Union 
soldiers wanted to check on their 
families, property, and sought to 
put up provisions for the winter. 

The December 10, 1862 
Frankfort Daily Commonwealth 
listed these local soldiers: 

Company E: (Absent With 
Leave from Wolfe County) - 
Elsberry Little, Alfort (Alford?) 
Shackelford, and William Gra- 
ham (Absent Without Leave from 
Wolfe County), Corporal Miles 
Wilson, Amos R. Williams, and 
George Little (Absent With 
Leave from Morgan County) 
Marion Walter. (Absent Without 
Leave from Morgan County) 



Corporal William Bindon (prob- 
ably, Lindon?). 

Company G: (Absent With 
Leave from Wolfe County) - 
Elisha Bailey, Randal M. Olinger, 
and C. L. Shackelford (Absent 
Without Leave from Wolfe 
County), James Spence and John 
H. Stewart. 

After the soldiers returned to 
their unit, many were later en- 
gaged at significant battles at 
Stone River, Chickamauga, and 
Lookout Mountain. The Emanci- 
pation Proclamation took effect 
January 1, 1863, but did not in- 
clude slaves in Kentucky. It was 
not universally welcomed by the 
soldiers of the regiment.

effort of the Lexington-based 
community building organiza- 
tion and the Morgan County 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Agritourism/Heritage/Local- 
ism committee member Jodi 
Stacy, of Bank of the Mountains, 
said the Market in the Park pro- 
gram is beneficial to the whole 
community.

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Several new laws passed by 
Legislature now in effect 



Several new laws approved 
during the Kentucky General 
Assembly’s 2009 regular session 
recently went into effect. 

The Kentucky Constitution 
states that legislation approved by 
the General Assembly goes into 
effect as state law 90 days after a 
legislative session ends, unless a 
bill specifies a different effective 
date or contains an emergency 
clause that makes it effective as 
soon as it is signed by the gover- 
nor. 

Some of the biggest items of 
the session, such as the approval 
of revisions to the state budget, 
contained emergency clauses and 
are already in effect. Most of the 
101 bills approved this year went 
into effect June 25. 

Among the new laws that have 
taken effect are the following: 

State agencies purchasing ag- 
ricultural products or Kentucky- 
grown products are now required 
to make annual reports to state 
lawmakers and the Department of 
Agriculture on the types, quanti- 
ties, and costs of the products. 

The removal of identification 
tags or electronic tracking devises 
from dogs are now prohibited 
unless approved by the pet’s 
owner or is necessary to treat an 
injured animal. 

All profit organizations that 
collect donated items for resale 
are now required to place a sign 
on the collection bins stating that 
the collections are not charitable 
donations and do not qualify for 
a charitable deduction. 

17-year olds who have enlisted 
in the military are now exempted 
from being required to obtain an 
intermediate driver’s licenses and 
individuals over age 18 are ex- 
empted from graduated driver’s 
licensing requirements. 

Children wishing to see par- 



ents or legal guardians serving 
overseas in the military who have 
been granted leave are now al- 
lowed to do so without being pe- 
nalized for missing up to ten days 
of school. 

All U.S. and Kentucky flags 
purchased by state and local gov- 
ernments are now required to be 
made in the U.S. 

An electrical trainee is now 
allowed to perform electrical 
work in a mine if under the direct 
supervision of a certified electri- 
cian. 

Convicted sex offenders are 
now banned from MySpace, 
Facebook, and other social net- 
working sites where minors are 
allowed. They are also required 
to register their e-mail addresses, 
screen names, and other online 
IDs with state authorities. 

Home health agencies and 
other personal service businesses 
are now required to conduct 
criminal background checks on 
their employees and anyone con- 
victed of abuse, drug crimes, or 
sex crimes is banned from being 
hired. 

Farm trucks transporting agri- 
cultural items are allowed to ex- 
ceed gross weight provisions by 
10 percent on all highways, ex- 
cept interstates. 

Violent offenders and regis- 
tered sex offenders are banned 
from serving on school site-based 
decision-making councils. Of- 
fenders are also banned from en- 
tering the property of a school or 
day care unless they receive per- 
mission from school or day care 
officials. 

Out-of-state deer and elk are 
banned from being imported un- 
less they’ve been tested for 
chronic wasting disease. I voted 
against this due to concerns from 
the Fish and Wildlife Department

The West Liberty Police De- 
partment is investigating a 
fraudulent payroll check passed 
at the Save-A-Lot store July 28. 

Deputy Dalton of the Menifee 
County Sheriff’s Department is 
also investigating a related case 
involving similar checks passed 
the same day at the Frenchburg 
IGA and Botts Grocery. 



Investigators have determined 
that the fraudulent checks, writ- 
ten on Citizens United Bank and 
Brentwood Designs LLC of 
Salyersville, Ky., neither of 
which exist, were generated on 
a personal computer and passed 
by a white female described as
